Continuation of Box II. 2 

Present claims 1 and 4-33 relate to "amino acid residue mlmetics" of 
indicated amino acids. 

The claims cover all compounds having the desired characteristic of 
conformational ly and/or functionally serving as a substitute for a 
particular amino acid in a peptide without adversley interfering to a 
significant extent with the function of the peptide, whereas the 
application does not provide support within the meaning of Article 6 PCT 
and/or disclosure within the meaning of Article 5 PCT for any such 
compounds. In the present case, the claims so lack support, and the 
application so lacks disclosure, that a meaningful search over the whole 
of the claimed scope 1s impossible. 

Irrespective of the above, said claims relate to such an extremely large 
number of possible mimetic compounds that a lack of clarity (and 
conciseness) within the meaning of Article 6 PCT arises to such an 
extent as to render a meaningful search of the claims impossible.
